utterly  prevented  from  aUedgtvg  what  is  ttfual 
m  juch  Cafes,  The  Neceffity  of  doing  Jujlice 
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to  himfelf.  But  there  is  a  much  better  Reajon 
for  giving  the  Reader  this  Trouble y  which  is 
the  doing  Jujlice  to  another,  Mr,  Addifon,  in 
the  Guardian,  N®.  15a.  has  printed  an  Al/e* 
gory^  which  u  the  Argument  of  thefe  Stanzas, 
He  defignd  to  have  written  a  whole  Canto  in 
the  Spirit  of  Spencer  upon  the  Contention  for 
Superiority  between  the  two  Series,  which  gave 
the  Hint  to  a  meaner  Hand^  to  build  upon  that 
Foundation,  who  has  found  it  much  eafier  to 
imitate  the  Stanza  than  the  Spirit  of  that  ex* 
cellent  Toet, 

It  would  be  a  mortifying  Confideration  for 
any  Man,  who  hop^d  to  eflablifi  a  Reputation 
hy  Compofition,  to  reflect,  that  a  ^rodu^ion  of 
tine  of  our  fine Wits  fhould  be  fo  much  unknown 
to  the  Worldy  as  to  be  mifiaken  for  neWy  and 
attributed  to  a  wrong  Terfon,  a  little  while  af- 
ter it  had  been  difpers'd  in  loofe  Tapers  in 
CofFee-Houfes,  nay^  and  reprinted  even  with 
the  Author  s  Name,  The  Fable  was  plainly  in- 
tinded^  as  that  great  Mans  Works  generally 

were^ 
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mre^  to  promote  the  Interejl  of  Virtue,  for 
which  very  Reafon^  perhaps^  it  funk  in  Obli- 
vion^ while  feveral  other  TieeeSy  far  lefs  valu- 
able, have  been  more  frequently  read,  and 
more  loudly  applauded.  There  are  never  want- 
ing Mifcreants  ('tis  an  authorized  Term)  wb& 
admire  no  Tart  of  Milton,  Jo  much  as  his 
political  Trofe,  and  who  would  prefer  a  Marvel 
to  a  Spencer. 

*Tis  hoped  it  mil  not  be  thought  Arrogance 
to  have  made  a  few  Alterations  in  the  Tlan^ 
which  feems  not  altogether  fini/Fd.  The  War 
is  carried  on  chiefly  by  Auxiliaries  not  belong- 
ing to  either  Sep<,  though  there  feems  a  Necef- 
fity  they  [hould  be  either  Male  or  Female,  and 
confequently  they  might  as  well  have  been 
mufiered  as  Juch.  The  Sep^es  of  the  Com- 
batants are  feldom  marh*dy  nay,  Modefty, 
the  peculiar  CharaBer  of  Women,  is  called 
m  Hero^  which  fuppofes  it  a  Virtue  of  the 
Majculine  Gender.  The  Seses  here  are  al- 
jpays  diflingui/Fd  and  maintain  their  own 
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Caufe  ;  fince  Teople  generally  fight  their  own 
Battles  hefi  :  For  he  mufi  be  a  conjummate 
'Politician  indeed^  who  hy  Jorming  Barriers 
and  Alliances  can  make  Men  more  concern  d 
joY  others  than  jor  themfelves. 

There  is  hut  one  other  cha-Age  of  Mr.  Ad- 
difon'i  Epiprejfm^  which  need  bs  taken  No- 
tice of.    The  Gods  and  Hymen  are  left  out^ , 
and  Angels  and  Marriage  fubjlituted  in  their 
Places.    As  long  as  the  Heathen  Tolytheifm 
was  efiahlified,  and  according  to  Hobbs's  De- 
finition of  Religion,  Tales  feigned  in  private, 
Toere  believd  publicklj  ;  thofe  Machines  might 
reafonahly  contribute  to. the  Marvellous  in  Po- 
etry, without  appearing  Monjlrous  and  Incre^ 
dible  :  but  having  been  long  univerf ally  disbe- 
lieved, they  now  tranfgrefs  all  Bounds  of  Pro- 
bability.   Befides,  they  are  necejfarily  obfcure 
to  mofi  Readers,  fince  it  requires  a  competent 
Share  of  Learning  to  underfland  the  AUufions 
to  antiquated  Fables  ;  not  to  infijl  upon  what 
Boflu  grants,  that  the  Shell  of  the  antient  Al- 
legories 
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Ugortes  was  more  calculated  to  do  Mtfcbiefy 
than  the  Moral  was  to  do  Service  to  Mankind, 
Though  "'tis  a  very  doubtful  Toint,  whether  ge^ 
neraUy  fpeahng,  the  poetical  Fictions  were  at 
fir  ft  defiond  to  have  any  Moral  at  all.  Neither 
is  it  impr amicable  to  be  a  compleat  Toet  upon  a 
Chriftian  Scheme;  if  any  one  thinks  fo^  let  him 
read  Paradife  Loft.  7et  the  Majority  of  Mo- 
dem  Toets  ftand  up  flifly  for  an  indefeazible 
Right  to  their  old  Heathenifm  ;  and  fome  of 
them  fecm  by  their  Writings  to  take  in  the 
Agenda,  as  well  as  Credenda  of  that  No- 
Religion^  and  to  bs  Tagans  in  TraSiice  as 
well  as  Belief. 

If  the  following  Lines  fhould  be  peremptorily 
pronounced  to  have  nothing  'Poetical  in  them^ 
ibecaufe  utterly  deftitute  of  Gods  and  GoddejfeSf 
It  he  Author  will  be  very  eafy  upon  that  Head^ 
if  it  may  be  allowed  him  to  have  given  any 
iHmts  not  unprofitable  for  the  Condud  of  Life : 
To  this  End  he  has  epipatiated  in  drawing  the 
[Characters  much  farther  than  was  requifite^ 

meerly
